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exploits with which he had girdled the history of his country, 
and the eublime disinterestedness he had exhibited, had raised 
eur estimate of human nature, and made us conscious of a 
sensible increzse of confidence and pride in the moral capa- 
bilities ef man. That he was not a diplomatist we knew, and 
we revered him none the less; that he wanted some of the 
qualities essential to high statesmanship could not be denied ; 
brt that, as a man of action, his instincts were as unerringly 
true as his aims were lofty, we thought there were ample 
grounds for believing ; and, though our faith has been rudely 
shaken by late events, it will take more damning evidence to 
shatter it than any we have yet received, perplexing and 
afflicting as unquestionably that has been. 

It is due to Garibaldi to bear in mind that we are as yet 
without Ais explanation of his recent movements, The tele- 
grams which reach us may or may not be reliable as far as 
they go, but the information they convey to us is necessarily 
in a very fragmentary form, It may be that the facts they 
disclose to us throw light on one side only of the case—that 
they are selected for publication by those who are biassed un- 
favourably—that the quotations from the patriot’s speeches in 
Sicily do not fairly represent his tone of mind—and that when 
he himself supplies us with the key it will unlock for us 
many of the mysteries which now baffle our penetration. 
After carefully piecing together the scraps of intelli- 
gence that, up to the time of our writing, have been 
presented to the public, the story they tell is so un- 
accountable, and reveals such .an abrupt and _ violent 
aberration from prudence and even rationality, that we hesitate 
to take it as a truthful statement of what has happened. As 
it stands, it seems to be devoid of verisimilitude. We feel as 
we study it, and the more distinctly in proportion as we study 
it, that we have not been furnished with the clue to its proper 
significance and real purport. It is too incoherent to be 
natural. It looks, too, like a fantastic dream. It points to no 
feasible result. Save in the single feature of romantic audacity 
it is not characteristic of the Garibaldi with whom we have 
become familiar. We cannot rid ourselves of the suspicion 
that there is a radical mistake somewhere, or an omission tanta- 
mount to one, and that when the whole matter comes to be 
put before us it will make a very different impression upon our 
minds. 

Be this, however, as it may, one thing is certain—that 
Garibaldi’s patience and self-restraint have been subjected for 
some months past to a trial so excessive that it can only be 
fitly described as torture. The very life of his soul is in the 
unity, independence, and freedom of Italy. It is a life which 
in him swallows up all others. Apart from that he has no 
home, no rest, no name, no ambition, no sentiment, no 
affection. It has grown up within him until it has over- 
shadowed his whole inner man. It is the object of his thoughts 
by day, of his dreams by night. Such is his passionate and 
all-absorbing devotion to! it, that he has shown himself ready 
to sacrifice to it the dearest thing he possesses— his own 
reputation. For this he ‘is eager to confront hardship, fatigue, 
danger, death; for this he has proved himself capable of 
enduring isolation, inaction, personal humiliation, and the 
surrender of his strong will to that of others. He has heroically 
hewn a way for himself through obstacles insurmountable to 
any but himself to within a few paces of his goal—and what does 
he find? He finds between him and it, between Italy and 
Italy's realisation of a glorious destiny, the dynastic conve- 
nience of one man—a foreigner. He finds him maintain- 
ing an iron clutch of Rome, historically and politically the 
heart of the kingdom of Italy, without which as its capital 
that kingdom lacks a permanent centre of law, government, 
order, and union, and exists in idea only rather than in fact. 
He believes, and he has reason to believe, that the grip of that 
mailed and alien hand upon the Eternal City tends to paralyse 
the newly-awakened national life of Italy, exposes it to cruel 
vicissitudes, and, if prolonged, will wholly stifle it, and so 
frustrate the purpose of his life and labours, If, in the agony 
of his disappointment, he smites at the iron glaive with his bare 
fist, knowing, as one would suppose he must, that he can only 
mangle his own flesh and blood by the blow, let us not forget, 
in passing judgment on the deed, the fearful provocation which 
stung him to the soul, 

But we confess that our reading of Garibaldi’s character 
forbids our assuming that the actuating motive of his second 
expedition to Sicily was anything so unintelligible or so unjus- 
tifiable as an outburst of ungovernable passion. We strongly 
incline to the opinion that the dénouement of that apparently- 
deplorable enterprise will disclose something more than im- 
patience as the mainspring which set it in motion. What if 
it should turn out that diplomacy, enthroned at Paris, and 
taking advantage of Garibaldi’s artless and disinterested 
patriotism, had begun to lure him towards a quarter in the 
direction opposite to that of Rome, and towards an enterprise 
which, as soon as begun, would have arrayed against him the 
Great Powers of Europe? One may discover, if he will search 
narrowly among the brief and somewhat mysterious records of 
the last few months, palpable traces of a plot in which, while 
Garibaldi was to have been the visible agent, the hand of 
Ratazzi, Napoleon’s Prime Minister at Turin, was engaged in 
making the arrangements, What if friendly warning removed 
the scales from the eyes of the patriot of Italy, and taught him 
to lock upon the complicity of Ratazzi as a deliberate attempt to 
precipitate confusion in the.East, and thereby divert attention 
from the French occupation of Rome? Garibaldi’s expedition 
to Sicily looks very like an explosion of materials prepared for 
some other purpose, and by some other hand, As yet it is 
impossible for the public to see behind the cloud of dust which 
it has raised, but we should not be surprised to find that the 
cry of “Rome or death!” has been raised as the alternative, 
desperate brt necessary, of schemes which wilier heads than 
that of the master of Caprera had planned, and which had for 


! their principal object the destruction of his prestige and hopes. 
It seems clear that Garibaldi’s present movement was unpre- 
meditated—it has an air of an extemporised expedition, resorted 
to not so much for its own sake as on other accounts—it breaks 
upon us like a counterplot, the rationality of which can only be 
made clear by a full knowledge of the plot it was designed to 
baffle—it is, we suspect, an abrupt but dangerous move to 
checkmate Napoleon ; perhaps the only move left which gave 
hope of escape from a worse position. 

For it is against Napoleon III., not against Victor 
Emmanuel—not even against the Ratazzi Government, except 
in so far as it is Napoleon’s tool—that Garibaldi is in revolt. 
It is not by arms that he hopes to win his way to Rome, though 
arms are necessary to him. He seeks to shake the selfish will 
of the master of legions, not to conquer the legions themselves. 
He has undertaken the bold but doubtful manceuvre of driving 
the Emperor to bay, and of compelling him to throw aside all 
his fine pretexts, and either quit his hold upon the capital of 
Italy or bury his sword in her bosom. Hereafter, perhaps, it 
will appear that simplicity has turned the tables against craft, 
and that “the engineer is hoist with his own petard,” In effect- 
ing his purpose, Garibaldi has placed himself in opposition to 
his own Sovereign, and pursued a course which no subject, 
however deeply he may have obliged his country, can theoreti- 
cally justify. But then he did this before, when he made his 
first descent on Marsala, and he presented Victor Emmanuel 
with the Two Sicilies in atonement for his disobedience. 
Garibaldi is’ a way unto himself. He has often set at 
defiance all the ordinary laws by which society regulates its 
judgment and its movements; but, until now, the end has 
always been admitted to justify the means. He wants Rome 
for Italy. He knows that it must be wrested from the will of 
the Emperor by a moral force which he is incapable of with- 
standing ; he is turning the screw upon that will at the seeming 
hazard of all that is dear to Italy and to himself, and in direct 
opposition to all the laws by which men of prudence are com- 
monly governed. He seems to bystanders to be playing the part 
of a madman—he may, possibly, be actually doing so ; but let 
us wait the issue. If, within the next six months, the French 
garrison be withdrawn from Rome, Garibaldi will have won the 
greatest of his victories, and, as Samson did, by the most 
unlikely of instruments. If not—but we shrink from 
premature contemplation of the alternative result,

Layer Marney Tower, as it is commonly called in the neighbour- 
hood, is one of those fine buildings, in rather out-of-the-way corners 
of the land, which do not always attract the attention they deserve, 
but which was visited by the Essex Archmological Society in their 
annual excursion on Thursday, the 7th inst. 

It is one of the chief advantages of the local secieties that they are 
often the means of awakening amongst tho residents of a district an 
especial interest in the antiquities of the locality, and so protecting them 
in an indirect manner from destruction; for it is well known that 
the most zealous conservators of distant monuments and other 
peoples’ antiquities are often careless of those nearer home, and feel 
indifferent to the value and beauty of objects too familiar to them to

The subject of our Engraving is in one way interesting, from having 
been erected by Sir Henry Marney, Captain of the Guard to Henry VIII., 
afterwards created Knight of the Garter, Lord Privy Seal, pos | Baron 
Marney ; the latter in the year 1523.

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LorD PALMERSTON had scarcely shaken hands with the 
Speaker, in congratulation upon the end of a dull Session, 
when the Premier was hurrying Yorkshirewards to shake 
hands with Sheffield. An enthusiastic assemblage gathered to 
banquet in the Cutler’s Hall there, and to welcome the veteran 
champion of English independence. The guests were the 
notables of the district, but the warm feeling in favour of Lord 
Palmerston was shared by all classes, and stalwart workmen 
pressed round him to greet him with a hearty “ God bless thee, 
lad!” The members for Sheffield were present, and Mr. 
Roebuck availed himself of the opportunity of making “a 
sensation speech,” in which he vehemently adjured Lord 
Palmerston to recognise the Southern Confederacy, and 
said that the severance of the Union would be for the 
benefit of England. “No doubt of it,” said no less a 
personage than the Mayor of Manchester, amid loud 
plaudit. Sheffield must prepare itself to receive a broadside of 
the heaviest abuse which the Federal prints and orators can 
pour in ; but it will possibly be as harmless as the united fire 
from fiftcen ships and seven rams that was poured upon the 
Arkansas when she made her destroying way through the 
Northern fleet at Vicksburg. The point will be that such a 
speech was made, unchallenged, in the presence of the Premier 
of England, and that it was approved by the representative 
of the great heart of Liberalism, In the absence of other 
American news of interest, we here add that a correspondence 
between Mr. Seward and Ear! Russell has been published, and it 
appears that at the end of May the former wrote a long despatch 
placing Federal prospects in a most favourable light, and depre- 


cating interference, and that the Earl cautiously waited, not 
seeing any necessity for prompt reply, and, when be did answer, 
simply pointed out that events were indecisive—that, despite 
all the provocations given by the North, we had remained 
impartial, and that we intended to remain so. The Earl's 
despatch is calm and terse, but it condenses the situation with 
too much felicity to make it exactly pleasant reading in the 
North. The Bishop of Oxford’s recommendation that con- 
gregations should engage in “ silent prayer” for the restoration 
of peace in America has occasioned some remark ; but a clergy- 
man named Jordan, who contends that the clergy ought to be 
allowed to offer up what public prayers they please, does not 
materially support his own case by intimating that he should 
pray for the suppression of the “rebellion "—a course which, 
in the present divided state of feeling in this country, might 
induce a moiety of his flock to discontinue attendance on his 
ministry. 

Except Italian affairs, there is little to disturb the proverbially 
stagnant period that immediately succeeds the Session. The 
recommendations in reference to the Albert Memorial do not 
seem to meet ready approval, and the double form cf tribute— 
a hall and a group of statuary, with a road between — will 
probably collapse into a single memorial of a monumental 
kind. It would, however, be manifestly absurd to place another 
statue of the Prince close to the noble work which Mr, 
Durham is erecting under immediate instruction from the 
Queen and the Prince of Wales. There are numerous admir- 
able sites elsewhere, such as the head of Portland-place, 
where a statue would be seen from a great distance, and would 
be approached through the finest street we have. The cabdrivers 
threaten us with excitement in the form of the inconvenience 
that would be occasioned by a strike—a senseless and insolent 
method of parading grievances, and one which would be fittingly 
met by the cancelling the licences of all who should show them- 
selves so unfit for privilege. Let the cabmen who may desire 
the law altered obtain that object in the same way as other 
citizens employ. Violence succeeds with a timorous fare afraid 
to resist extortion, but will not answer with the Legislature. 
It is gratifying to hear from Colonel M‘Murdo that the volunteer 
force is in the best condition, and that there are no signs of a 
relaxation of interest in the service, though some men have 
been compelled to withdraw from sheer want of means, an 
evil which the newly-proposed aid will, it is hoped, remedy. 
Grave crime again appears to prevail ; but, before forming too 
gloomy an estimate of the state of morality among the lower orders, 
it should be remembered that the utmost publicity is now 
greedily given to every kind of irregularity, large and small, 
and that whether an unwatched lunatic commits an offence, a 
policeman uses his staff on a violent drunkard, or a well-known 
thief is imprisoned on a charge of which he happens to be 
innocent, each incident is seized as a text fer emphatic comment, 
The vast increase of population and the vigilance of the police 
must be taken into account when we ponder on the wickedness 
of the age. It is pleasanter to note that, though the weather is 
anything but delightful, and that it would appear as if we were 
not to have the hoped-for spell-of fine weather, the harvest 
prospects are good, and that we shall have ample cause for 
thankfulness to Him “ who sendeth the early and the latter 
rain.”

“THE COMET. 


TxE comet discovered by Rosa, at Rome, on July 25, is now a con- 

icuous object in the northern heavens, and was plainly visible to 
the naked eye on A 3. Since that time, however, owing to the 
unfavourable state of the weather and the strong moonlight, it has 
not been so well seen, although it is ye ae gem the earth and sun, 
and will, no doubt, be a very brilliant object towards the latter part 
of August. From its situation in the ky it is very easily found:

we have only to look between the well-known pointers and the 
equally well-known polestar, to discover its whereabouts. It will be 
seen from the accompanying chart that it is not far removed from 
the positions of the great comet of 1861, although, of course, this is 
quite fortuitous, and the two objects are entirely distinct and different. 
When the moon rises a little later, and the comet is seen upon a 
perfectly dark and clear sky, it will, doubtless, be a very brilliant and 
striking object. To-night (Aug. 16) the moon rises at half-pasi 
nine, so that previous to that hour it will be easily perceived. 

The telescopic appearance of the comet is very remarkable, and 
will, doubtless, be narrowly watched by astronomers. On Aug. 3, 
about half an hour after midnight, the nucleus was very distinct 
and bright. A faint jet of light was noticed as proceeding from it 
towards the left, and this was in every respect similar to the fantail, 
or sector of light, seen to such perfection in Donati’s and the last 
great comet. The tail was faint, very slender, and quite straight,

and the head was attached to it like a bulbous root to a slender 
stalk. Although the writer has observed some dozens of comets, 
yet he has not before seen one of this shape. It is, however, almost 
a perfect facsimile of Halley’s comet, as seen on Oct. 8, 1835, by 
Struve, resembling it both in the luminous sector and in the narrow- 
ness of the tail. 

The accompanying drawing of the comet and neighbouring stars 
was made by the aid of an excellent five-foot telescope (equatoreally 
mounted), We give it as it would be seen if dhe tokenvene had not 
been an inverting one.

The public in France will be as 
impatient to hear the news of General Forey’s exploits as they have 
been attentive and, for the most part, approving in the matter of the 
expedition, which has been organised in such a manner as to assure 
the most brilliant results for France in a military point of view. With 
the probable moral or diplomatic consequences of General Forey’s 
mission we have nothing to do; but we shall keep our readers 
au courant with the future proceedings of the French forces, having 
made arrangements for receiving sketches from the scene of action. 

Our Engraving of the pre: tions at Cherbourg (see next page) is 
from a Sketch by M. Lix, who made the drawing at the time when a 
large body of troops was on the quay ready to embark. When we 
consider the activity witnessed at this great port, and remember that

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 








Last Saturday the members of the Metropolitan Board and a 
large body of their friends made an inspection of the works of the main 
drainage on both sides of the river from Deptford to Barking Creek, and 
expressed themselves much gratified with the progress that had been made, 
and the prospect there was of the speedy completion of the works. 


Last week the births of 883 boys and 874 girls (in all 
1757 children) were registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of 
the years 1852-61 the average number (corrected) was 1765._—-The number of 
deaths registered in London last week was 1181. T verage number (cor- 
rected) for corresponding weeks in ten previous years, 1852-61, was 1312. 

An interesting conference took place on Wednesday, in the 
Horticultural Society's council-room, on the subject of the growth of cotten. 
A deputation from the Cotton Supply Association met the commissioners of 
countries sending samples of cotton to the International Exhibition, and in the 
conversation which took place most valuable information was elicited. 


The Metropolitan Board of Works have taken the first step 
necessary for carrying out the Thames embankment. Their engineer has beea 
directed to prepare models of the work, and resolutions have been come to im 
reference to the mode of procedure. A committee has been appointed to con- 
sider the question of the embankment of the south side of the river, with a 
view of bringing a bill before Parliament next Session. 


It appears from the report on the grievances complained of 
by the journeyman bakers in London that there are 2000 bakehouses in Londom 
and 14,000 journeyman bakers. Their life is a hard one. They begin work 
about eleven o'clock at night ; make dough for three-quarters of an hour, thea 
sleep two hours on the kneading-board, after which follow five hours’ work in 
the different baking processes ; and, lastly, they distribute the rolls and loaves 
over the town. 


The Ganges, an iron ship of nearly one thousand tons burden, 
was being towed on Tuesday to a dry dock to be overhauled, when, just opposite 
to the Shadwell entrance to the London Docks, coming athwart the stream, 
she canted over, and, the water rushing in at her ports, she sank on her side in 
a few minutes. Her crew were mostly Lascars, and of these four, with the 
native surgeon, were below at the time of the accident, and were drowned in 
the ship. The Ganges was in very light trim ; indeed, want of ballast appears 
to have been the cause of her toppling over under the pressure of the stream. 


A novel entertainment was given on Saturday by the con- 
tractor of the western division of the Metropolitan (Underground) Railway, 
in the shape of a dinner, to several hundred of the labourers and navvies who 
had been employed on the works. The spot selected was that near the station 
at the end of Gower-street, Euston-road, where the line is lighted from above 
by numerous glass windows let into the ground of the gardens running along 
the Euston-road to a considerable distance eastward of Gower-street and Great 
George-street. The entertainment went off in a successful manner. 


The long vacation commenced on Monday, and will be con- 
tinned to the 24th of October.

Complaints have been made by the Swiss exhibitors that the per-

On the 31st ult. the chief corner-stone of a new church for 
a hamlet in the parish of Tenterden was laid. The church is to be dedicated 
to St. Michael. 


On Thursday week the new church of Christ Church, in the 
parish of St. Giles, Reading, built from the designs of Mr. Woodyer, was conse- 
crated by the Bishop of Oxford, who preached on the occasion. 


A chapel-of-ease at Chadwell, near Ilford, Essex, has been 
erected by Captain Ibbetson, who has built the edifice from his own plan and 
with his own labourers. The cost incurred by Captain Ibbotson has been £4000. 


The Bishop of Norwich continues to pursue his policy of active 
parochial visitations.

PHOSPHORESCENCE OF Pork.—The bodies of marine fish and 
of some other animals frequently bekomg phosphorescent before putrefaction 
begins. To do so, the presence of humittty, oxygen, and a certain temperature 
are required. M. Hankel, in the Annaien der Physik, gives an account of this 
phenomenon appearing on pork. The phosphorescence was silvery white and 
enlightened the neighbouring objects. It was superficial, for on cutting the 
flesh with a knife the unfler part was obscured till after a certain time, when 
doubtless the oxygen of the air had had time to act. The phosphorescent 
matter was of an unctuous character, and M. Hankel could not perceive in it 
any traces of organised beings. The light was annihilated by the application 
of ether, alcohol, a solution of caustic potash, cold, hot water, and a tempera- 
ture of 104 Fahr., but in the last two cases the light reappeared when the flesh 
was restored to the ordinary temperature. The light also disappeared when 
placed in a vacuum or in an atmosphere of carbonic acid, but returned when a 
little oxygen was permitted to enter. Sulphuric acid annihilated it for ever. 
Ozonised oxygen does not sensibly affect this phosphorescence. Fatty oils 
lessen its duration (this is the case also with distilled water), but none of these 
liquids become phosphorescent by contact with this animal matter,

RIVER NAVIGATION IN INDIA AND CHINA, 


Some fews years since the Indian Government appointed a commis’- 
sioner to investigate the best means of affording facilities for navi- 
gating the rivers in India. When the report was concluded several 
gentlemen interested in Indian affairs Remel themselves into a 
company, and with a small capital succeeded in placing on the 
Ganges a steamer and two barges, the former drawing only l8in. with 
150 tons of coal on board, and the latter only 13m. The boats 
at present on the river, owing to their great draught of water, 
ranging from 3ft. 3in. to 5ft., are quite incapable of carrying the 
traffic on to Allahabad during the dry seasons, many of them, even 
during the rainy seasons, being able to get only a portion of the way. 
The steamer Stanley, which our Engraving represents, is 250ft. long, 
40ft. beam, and 150-horse powerengines, working up to 600. The trial- 
trip, which took place in Calcutta on the 19th of May last, was 
most satisf: , and she obtained an average of eleven knots, 
the engines ing at twenty-four revolutions with 40lb. of steam.

The source of the ornament employed is well indicated by the | 
castings of flowers and leafage which occur at the north side of | 
the court; and these hint of the attention which has been paid by 
this firm to natural forms, which must ever be attentively 


by the aspiring ornamentist. Yet natural ferm must not be actually 
imitated, for art does not consist in mere imitation ; but the principles 
discoverable in plants must be learned and embodied in ideal forms 
or in ornamental arran ts merely founded on the plant. Such 
principles have been adopted by the Goalbrookdale Company, who in 
some cases form objects of conventionally-treated plants, and in 
other cases apply the lessons derived from a consideration of natural 
farms to ornamental p . _ Few firms have a more favourable 
opportunity of studying natural objects than that about which we 
write, for their works are situated in a lovely valley or dell, sur- 
rounding which the hills are clad in a rich and luxuriant verdure, 
aud the near woods and banks are covered with foliage and 
flowers. This condition of things not only affords the best 
material to the ornamentist, but exerts a refining influence upon 
the mind ; for it cannot be doubted that external circumstances m 

the judgment and control the inventive faculties, and if they be of a 
favourable character produce salutary effects. The opportunities of 
study, and the happy locale of the foundry, have not failed to produce 
desirable results, as the objects in the cour’ sufficiently testify. 

UMBRELLA-STAND, BY THE COALBROOKDALE COMPANY. 

This little work is admirably suited to its purpose, and is a good 
example of a simple conventional treatment of natural foliage, fern- 
leaves being so arranged as to be truly ornamental, while ey é yet are 
sufficiently imitative to awaken in the mind reminiscences of the shady 
haunts in which arogenous plants of this character love to abide. 
Braided with the foliage, and forming the structural members of the 
stand, are stems plaited in the manner of the go ey tracery, 
branch uniting with branch in order to form beautiful shapes and 
welcome combinations of lines; yet utility is not lost sight of, nor 
the mode of its production concealed. The due consideration of 
utility, the frankness with which the mode of production is mani- 
fested, and the general beauty of the object at once stamp it a meri- 
torious work. 

GARDEN-CHAIR, BY THE COALBROOKDALE COMPANY. 

A glance at our Engraving will show that the garden-chair, like the 
umbrella-stand, is wrought of fern-leaves; and it may at first seem 
remarkable that the same plant should furnish material for 
the two works. Those who are familiar with the lovely va 
in which the works of the Coalbrookdale Company are situa’ 
the valley hard by in which the Severn flows, and the beauti 
slcpe of Bental, will cease their wondering, as here ferns prow 
with a beauty and energy which are never seen in the similar plants 
which drag out a miserable existence in the suburbs of a large city. 
The luxuriance with which these plants grow in the Shropshire 
valleys, in near proximity to the iron works which we have just men- 
tioned, would at once account for the two works being beautified with 
similar foliage. The = is formed chiefly of cast iron, but 
the seat is judiciously constructed of wooden laths; in the work 
generally sharp corners and pointed protuberances are avoided; and 
this quality speaks very favourably for the designer, even so much s0
